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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

It should be noted that Silver (USPN 5,897,580) discloses a thermal breast pad having a 
single fluid cavity (16), tow or more baffles (22 and boundaries of portion 24). It was therefore 
necessary to further amend claims 1,18 and 20 in order to overcome the Silver reference. 

The prior art does not disclose, imply, suggest, teach and/or provide a properly motivated 
combination thereof disclosing a thermal breast pad comprising a single fluid cavity, two or 
more baffles, an aperture wherein the cavity extends completely around the aperture.
